OXFORD, Miss. (A P ) — The

lence’’ during desegregation riot­ 
ing at the University of Mississip­ 
pi, has handed down two secret 
indictments. 
No names were released by the 
grand jury as it acted Friday aft­ 
er studying for a week the -Sept. 
30 riot that followed the arrival 
of James H. Meredith, a Negro, 
on tile Ole Miss campus. 
However, it lashed out at Chief 
U.S. Marshal Jam es P. McShane 
for his order to fire tear gas at 
demonstrators that night. 
“ We find that this illegal action 
on the part of McShane set off . 
the tragic 
violence 
which 
fol- ! 
lowed,” 
the 
grand 
jury 
report 
said. 
Sheriff Joe Ford of Lafayette | 
County was directed to arrest the j 
two persons and have them in 
the next session of court, sched­ 
uled for March 2, 1963. 
The names of the indicted per­ 
sons will not be released until 
they are arrested, under Missis­ 
sippi law. Both are from outside 
Mississippi, according to Circuit 
Judge Walter M. O'Barr. 
Therefore, the names could be 
released when the judge signs pa­ 
pers to extradite them to Missis­ 
sippi. O’Barr said Dist. Atty. Jes­ 
se Yancy Jr. would prepare the 
extradition papers. 
O'Barr, a native of Mississippi, 
had charged the grand jury to in­ 
dict anyone who helped incite the 
riot—including President Kennedy 
and his brother, Atty. Gen. Rob­ 
ert F. Kennedy. However, O’Barr 
said that “ neither the President 
nor 
the 
attorney 
general 
was 
named.” 
In a related development, the 
Justice Department in Washing­ 
ton announced it hoped to file pa­ 
pers in the crim inal 
contempt 
cases against Gov. Ross Barnett 
and Lt. Gov.

The 5th U S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals at New Orleans directed 
the Justice Department on Thurs­ 
day to bring the criminal con­ 
tempt charges. Both Barnett and 
Johnson have already been found 
guilty of civil contempt by the I 
court for their parts in blocking 
Meredith’s admission to Ole Miss, 
but no penalties have been im­ 
posed. 
Criminal contempt is designed 
to punish persons for past defi- j 
ance of court orders, while civil 
contempt proceedings are intend­ 
ed to bring about future compli­ 
ance.

But 
how much will we pay for the cred­ 
it service? How practical is it to 
use credit? 
The 
all inclusive 
definition 
of 
consum er credit is “ money or pur­ 
chasing power extended by lend­ 
ing agencies or dealers to consum ­ 
ers.” Consumer 
credit 
may 
bi* 
purchase or sales credit provided 
at the place you do your buying. 
It also may l>e a cash loan or bor 
rowed credit. 
Consumer credit is a means by 
which many families enjoy a high 
e r level of living than they might 
otherwise have. They can buy and 
use such durables as automobiles, 
household equipment 
and 
home 
furnishings before they have sav­ 
ed enough money to pay cash for 
them . However, consum er credit 
is costly, and many families get 
into money problems by owing too 
much at too many places. 
With a lim ited money income 
and savings, consum ers can eith­ 
er wait, save and pay less, or pay 
more and avoid waiting. 
Consumer credit is not a stand­ 
ard service. Costs may 
be 
dif­ 
ferent each tim e a family uses it. 
The rates vary with the size of the 
loan, nature of the company ex­ 
tending the credit, the guarantee 
the fam ilies can give that they 
will m ake paym ents and other far 
tors. 
Here are some farts on types of 
consumer credit: 
1. Open charge accounts at de­ 
partm ent stores are usually due at 
the end of the month. There is no 
service charge. 
2. On revolving charge or bud­ 
get charge accounts at departm ent 
stores for clothes, linens, jewelry 
and other item s the custom er sets 
an am ount that he can pay on an 
account at the stun* each month. 
3. On installm ent credit from the 
dealer or retailer, the seller may

be. 
Soviet Russia’s word is at stake 
It is all well and good to say that 
Soviet Russia never keeps its prom 
ises. The fact is that Soviei Rus­ 
sia exists and thar we are required 
by circum stances to do business 
with Soviet Russia There must be 
a meeting of the minds, if busi­ 
ness is to he done at all. 
Khrushchev agreed to 
an 
on­ 
site inspection; 
therefore an on­ 
site inspection there must be. lf 
C astro is unhappy about what we 
do about Cuba — let him 
drink 
the dregs of his perfidy to the last 
drop — it should not concern us 
However, if Soviet Russia cannot 
live up to this prom ise, that should 
concern us decidedly. We have the 
right, with dignity, to set a date 
for an on-site inspection, 
includ­ 
ing caves, ditches, airfields, and 
sim ilar places 
If the United N a­ 
tions is too weak to do this, we 
should do it ourselves, lf the Rus­ 
sians want to join in stich an in­ 
spection, seeing that they sent the 
m urderous weapons to Cuba, we 
should welcome them . 
Should it be found that tile so­ 
called rem oval of m issiles was a 
trick like Potem kin’s villages in 
the time of Catherine the G reat. 
C astro should 
be 
arrested 
as 
a 
w ar-m onger. brought before a tri­ 
bunal, given a hearing and found 
guilty, 
and 
shot. 
There are men. who when there 
is an opportunity to find a road to 
p eace, put itch-powder in the oint­ 
m ent, It satisfies their need for 
personal im portance; it feeds their 
go and their v a n i t y . F o r a mo­ 
m ent, they strut on the stage of 
life, doing whatever m ischief they 
can and then they are forgotten, as 
the odor of rotten eggs does, after 
all, disappear. Such a person is 
C astro who. having used and be­ 
trayed the United States which put 
him in power, is now apparently 
betraying 
Soviet 
Russia, 
which 
kept him in 
power 
against 
the 
whishes of the Cuban people; he is 
form ing 
an 
alliance 
with 
Red 
China. 


Surely, the governm ent of t h e 
United States has m ore im portant 
activities to undertake 
and prob­ 
lems to solve than to devote the 
time and b r a i n s of some of its 
most capable men to dealing with 
the problem of how to 
rid the 
world of C astro without going to 
w ar with R u s s i a . This formula 
is popular at this moment with the 
people who prefer talk to fight, but 
that mood can 
change 
if Castro 
twists us beyond our patience. 
Cuba is in our hair and we want 
to comb it out. This is the 
most 
emotional question before our peo­ 
ple. If an I n c h of Guantanamo 
w'ere given up. the outcry would be 
so great that it might lead to w'ar. 
Let us look at the other side of 
the coin. Khrushchev 
is 
fighting 
for his political life and it is now' 


clear 
that 
the 
Communist 
Con­ 


gress on November 19. will defin­ 


itely decide whether he continues 
in office or not. 


Should Khrushchev be dem oted 
or sent into exile, it w'ould 
mean 
that the Stalinist P arty will be in 
c o n t r o l . Should Khrushchev re ­ 
main the leader of European Com­ 
m unism . it is likely that S o v i e t 
Russia will support the A m erican 
position in Cuba with arm s 
a n d 
and that Soviet Russia will support 
Nehru 
in 
partnership 
with 
th* 
United States and G reat Britain. 
It is rem arkable what 
tw ists 
a 
single event can give to history. 
The meeting in Moscow on N ovem ­ 
ber 19 might be like the Battle of 
Tours (732) or the B attle at t h e 
G ates of Vienna (1683).

.specific objection — dominates all 
U.S.-Soviet 
contacts, 
including 
personal exchanges between Pres­ 
ident Kennedy and Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev, informants said. 
Kennedy is understood to have 
made clear to Khrushc. ev that it 
will be impossible for the United 
States to move on any other front 
of diplomatic relations until the 
bomber problem is settled. 
The President and his advisers 
regard it in large part as an issue 
of good faith, since Khrushchev 
promised to take from Cuba all 
the offensive weapons to which 
Kennedy objected and not just the 
42 missiles cleared out last week­ 
end, 
Washington officials said the 
bomber issue is of greater concern 
than Prime Minister Fidel Cas­ 
tro’s threat to shoot down U.S. 
reconnaissance aircraft. 
Their 
confidence 
apparently 
rested on a belief the Russians 
would not support Castro in any 
military action that was sure to 
bring U.S. retaliation. It was as­ 
sumed here that the big surface 
to air missile bases of which the 
Soviets set 22 up in Cuba are 
under Soviet command and the 
control of Soviet troops. 
Authorities said that Castro cer­ 
tainly has the power to fire on 
and perhaps to knock down some 
U S. planes. And there was no de­ 
nial that if this happened it would 
bring a rapid increase in tensions 
in the Cuban crisis and mark the 
bi ginning of a dangerous new per­ 
iod. 
Whether it would also have the 
result of causing Khrushchev to 
look more carefully at his policy 
on the 11,28 jet bombers is a ques­ 
tion. Since he has lost Cuba as 
a major nuclear missile base au­ 
thorities here find it hard to be­ 
lieve he would pay much of a 
price to retain weapons of sec­ 
ondary importance there at the 
cost of serious trouble with the 
United States.
